CONFUSION over grid refer¬ 
ences led to a US aircraft drop¬ 
ping a 5001b bomb which killed 
Harlow soldier Robert Foster 
and two of his colleagues in Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

The trio were under intense fire in 
Helmand provinee when an Amer- 
iean F15 fighter jet, whieh had been 
sent to help, bombed their position 
instead of a Taliban post one kilome¬ 
tre further north. 

Coroner David Masters told an 
inquest held in Trowbridge on Tuesday 
that British and US co-ordinates “did not 
marry up”. 

Private Foster (19), of Great Plumtree, 
and his colleagues Private John 
Thrumble and Private Aaron McClure - 
all members of the 1st Battalion The 
Royal Anglian Regiment - were killed in 
the blast on August 23, 2007. 

They were among 100 troops from

Carol singers clue to 
heartless thieves who 
stole GAP'S savings 

TWO men who stole a pensioner’s 
Christmas savings may have been 
posing as carol singers in the area 
shortly before they struck. 

The thieves broke into the home of an 
88-year-old woman in Brays Mead, 
Harlow, on Monday evening, smashing 
their way through the front door. 

One of the men went to a drawer and 
took cash, a pension card and the death 
certificate of the woman’s husband, 
leading police to believe they had some 
prior knowledge of the property. 

The victim was left shaken but 
otherwise unhurt. She is being 
supported by family and neighbours. 
House-to-house inquiries revealed that 
two male carol singers had been singing 
in the area earlier in the evening. Police 
are now urging them to come forward 
so that, if legitimate, they can be 
eliminated from the investigation. 
Detective Constable Mark Wright, of 
Harlow police, said: “I think that the 
thieves who targeted this vulnerable 
victim had an idea that she lived alone 
and of where she kept what money she 
had. 

“This was a despicable crime and I urge 
anyone who has any information about 
who was responsible for it to contact 
us.” 

One of the suspects is described as 
being white, in his 20s, around 5ft 10 in 
tall, well built and wearing dark 
bottoms and a grey top.

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Drunken thug broke women's wrist and spat at police 


A THUG who broke a woman’s wrist 
during a drink-fuelled attack at his girl¬ 
friend’s flat in Harlow has been jailed. 

Sean Fletcher was sentenced to seven 
months in prison after pleading guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to assaulting 
and causing actual bodily harm to 
Josephine Ellis. He also admitted to two 
offences of criminal damage and to 
assaulting a police officer. 

Robin Du Preez, prosecuting told the 
court that Fletcher, from Enfield, 
shoved Miss Ellis in the back after she 


and his girlfriend, Joanna Fitzgerald, 
refused to participate in sexual activity 
with him at the flat in Five Acres on 
February 21 this year. 

The force of the push knocked Miss 
Ellis’s head against a wall and caused 
her to fall awkwardly, breaking a bone in 
her wrist. 

The two women left the flat and got 
into Miss Ellis’s car, which Fletcher 
started kicking. He then jumped on the 
windscreen and smashed it as the terri¬ 
fied women sat inside. 


When police arrived, Fletcher turned 
his attention to the police car and kicked 
a door and window before spitting at one 
of the officers. 

The court heard all three had been 
drinking wine and spirits and had taken 
a small amount of cocaine. 

Dafha Spiro, representing Fletcher, 
said in mitigation: “An argument 
occurred and the suggestion that any 
attempt rather than jokey to engage in 
sexual activity is denied. 

“My client was pushed and she [Miss 


Ellis] fell backwards. She went to hospi¬ 
tal later with swelling of the wrist.” 

Accepting all three were seriously 
affected by alcohol, he added: “Fletcher 
accepts his behaviour was totally unac¬ 
ceptable; if it wasn’t drink and drugs- 
fuelled it wouldn't have happened and he 
would still be in a relationship with Miss 
Fitzgerald.” 

But passing sentence, judge David 
Turner described the attack on Ms Ellis’ 
car as frenzied and said spitting at a 
police officer was “sub-human”.

making cuts to services which 
no-one wants to happen.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Chris 
Millington said he had some 
sympathy with the Tories’ posi¬ 
tion, describing the Govern¬ 
ment’s hosing policy as “a sham¬ 
bles”. 

But he urged the administra¬ 
tion to continue exploring ways 
of passing on the rent reduction 
to tenants. 

Labour councillors questioned 
the Tories’ commitment towards 
helping tenants save money. 

Group leader Mark Wilk¬ 
inson said: “What I fail to under¬ 
stand is that 99 per cent of local 
authorities in the country have 
already accepted this offer of 
subsidy from the Government 
and we haven’t. 

“It is vitally important that we 
deliver this much-needed assis¬ 
tance to council tenants at a time 
of great financial difficulty for 
everyone.”

Disgraceful deceptions

opposed introducing wheeled bins (Letters, 
December 10).

Minutes of that working party state: 

Friday, April 25, 2008: Members agreed to 
continue with the process to procure the 
preferred Option 3[the wheeled bin system 
now in operation] and to confirm to groups 
[councillors] that the money will have to be 
found. 

Thursday, May 8: All-party support and 
consensus so far received via Member 
Working Group. 

Friday, May 23: The meeting confirmed that 
Option 3 is the preferred methodology, with a 
view to introducing a separate weekly nappy 
collection. 

Monday, June 2: The council received a total 
of 12 PQQs [Pre-Qualijying Questionnaires 
issued to firms that respond to a notice 
requesting expressions of interest in tendering 
for a contract, so the Council can assess their 
ability to deliver the contract requirements] 
back and these have been scored. 

Thursday, June 5: Councillors met eight 
companies at an Industry Day to discuss the 
contract, including the preferred method of 
collection [Option 3]. 

Friday, June 6 : The Working Party re¬ 
confirmed the collection policy [Option 3] in 
detail. 

Councillor Stevens, then chairman of Harlow 
Labour Party, was the Labour representative 
on the working party who attended and 
agreed all the above. 

During May-June the Labour candidate for 
the Harlow Common ward by-election 
delivered leaflets opposing bin collections 
and a letter from MP Bill Rammell called for 
the retention of black sack collections, falsely 


stating food waste collections would be 
fortnightly. After this U-tum, Councillor 
Stevens honourably resigned from the 
working party, clearly the victim of amazingly 
poor communication or deliberately kept in 
the dark by her colleagues. 

Mr Fenny claims the Labour group proposed 
an alternative budget. They did not, but they 
did attack the Conservative budget saying 
they would again raid reserves (already at a 
minimum) to increase spending. He also 
falsely claims the council reprimands 
residents who don’t put out their bins. 

Such deceptions are not panto, Mr Fenny, but 
politics at its worst, confusing and misleading 
the elderly and vulnerable. Disgraceful.

Seventh Platoon engaged in a series 
of offensive patrols in abandoned 
villages and were hoping to proceed 
to Kaji to take out a sniper when 
they were confronted by “some of the 
most intense fighting experienced” by 
B Company, Mr Masters said. 

Private Foster was inside a house in 
nearby Mazdurak, firing from a 
window, when the order to strike was 
given by his platoon commander. 
Major Antony Borgnis. 

Sergeant Mark Perren, a forward air 
controller, then passed on the order 
to the weapons support officer 
aboard the US aircraft. 

Mr Masters told the hearing that Sgt 
Perren would give evidence to say he 
was struggling to communicate 
without a headset. He would also deal 
with the grid references he gave the 
US plane and those communicated 
back to him - which were later found 
not to marry up. 

“There was an incorrect classification 
of the grid references,” he said. 

The coroner also said the inquest 
would hear that Sgt Perren did not 
deliver a nine-liner - a document 
which sets out the requisite 
information needed by the aircraft 
before it could drop the bomb. 

Sgt Perren was investigated but no 
charges were brought against him, 
the inquest was told. 

Private McClure and Private 
Thrumble were killed instantly in the 
blast. Their bodies were evacuated 
under mortar fire, along with injured 
Lance Corporal Stuart Parker and 
Private Joshua Lee. 

But when the forces returned to the 
forward operating base they realised 
Private Foster was not with them. 

“It was anticipated that he had been 
evacuated with the others but it 
turned out that was not the case,” Mr 
Masters said. 

A troop was formed to return to the 
bomb-blasted compound to search 
for him. 

“The search took place in that 
compound where the roof had 
collapsed through the bomb strike,” 
he said. “Men were using bare hands 
to try and get the rubble up.” 

It was with the assistance of a 
reconnaissance force equipped with 
shovels that the body of Private 
Foster was eventually found. He was 
pulled from the rubble in the early 
hours of the following morning and 
taken back to base. 

A post-mortem examination showed 
he died of asphyxia caused by 
entrapment following an explosion. 
Four investigations were made into 
the incident, including a Combined 
Investigation Board inquiry 
conducted by the Americans with a 
UK services representative. 

But as the CIB report only arrived 
the day before Tuesday’s inquest, the 
hearing was adjourned until 
February next year to allow it to be 
fully examined. 


Rammell in spotlight on TV panel show 


THE Government’s handling of 
the war in Iraq and Afghanistan 
was defended by Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell in his role as Armed 
Forces Minister when he appeared 
on the BBC’s Question Time on 
Thursday. 

Mr Rammell answered ques¬ 
tions from members of a studio 
audience in the weekly current 
affairs show. 

Sitting alongside Mr Rammell 
on the panel was General Sir 


Michael Dannett who accused the 
Government of being “slow to 
understand the difficulties and 
complexities” of Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Mr Rammell admitted that there 
had been failings. “The post-con¬ 
flict planning was bluntly not good 
enough and we all - certainly 
politicians - bear responsibility for 
that,” he said. 

“At one level it is amateurs at 
the top because you elect politi¬ 


cians, because we live in a democ¬ 
racy. We don’t live in a military 
dictatorship. [But] if we were to 
leave Afghanistan tomorrow I 
have absolutely no doubt that the 
Taliban would come back and al- 
Qaeda would come back.” 

On the subject of bankers’ 
bonuses, Mr Rammell defended 
Chancellor Alistair Darling’s one- 
off windfall tax on all bonuses 
more than £25,000. “People have 
been extraordinarily shocked and 


concerned at what has happened 
in the banking sector and that 
has led to the economic conse¬ 
quences that we’re facing,” he tol 
the audience in Wootton Bassett. 

“And to find ourselves in 
this situation where the 
banks are still considering 
paying out huge, colossal 
sums of money to people, 
completely unrelated to 
performance, I simply 
think is unacceptable.” 



Disgruntled drivers' 
fury at rail car park

FURIOUS commuters have branded tempo¬ 
rary parking arrangements at Harlow Town 
station appalling as work begins on the con¬ 
struction of a multi-storey car park. 

The £3m project is part of a programme by 
National Express to improve parking facilities on its 
East Anglia network. 

But the interim arrangements for motorists using Harlow 
station have sparked anger among regular commuters. 

The current commuter car park - located off Edinburgh 
Way - has capacity for 400 vehicles and the new multi¬ 
story will increase tthat to a total of approximately 700. 

But the number of spaces is being cut by a third to just 
133 during the construction period, meaning only season 
ticket holders can use the facility. 

All other drivers are being forced to park at the NCP car 
park in Velizy Avenue, a 20-minute walk away from the sta¬ 
tion. 

“It’s typical of the contempt shown to 
commuters by National Express East 
Anglia that no extra provision was made 
before the work was approved,” said Chris 
Malley on the Star’s website. 

“I’m sure there are plenty of businesses 
in the Burnt Mill area that could have been 
persuaded to sub-let their empty spaces and 
perhaps part of the Town Park could have 
been prepared as a temporary parking area. 

“At the veiy least, a free shuttle bus 
should be provided from the town to the sta¬ 
tion.” 

Another contributor to the website, Marie 
O’Malley, wrote: “It is a disgrace. 

Commuters were only given three days 
notice and season ticket holders are in the 
minority. 

“Most people cannot afford the £1,000 
annual season ticket charge on top of their 
rail season ticket. I will have to add a mini¬ 
mum of 40 minutes onto my day. The 
arrangements are appalling.” 

However, a spokesman for National 
Express East Anglia defended the arrange¬ 
ments. 

“All our season ticket holders are being 
catered for while casual users will be able to 
use the NCP car park in the town centre,” he 
said. 

“This is not very far away from the sta¬ 
tion and there are also regular buses 
between the two. Otherwise, they can find 
other arrangements for getting to the sta¬ 
tion.”

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Runway plans 
unnecessary 
and ridiculous 
insists Halfon 

HARLOW Conservative 
Parliamentary hopefnl Robert 
Halfon has welcomed a report 
from MPs which said a strong 
case has yet to be made for 
the construction of a second 
runway at Stansted Airport. 
Mr Halfon agreed with the 
House of Commons transport 
committee which said it was 
not convinced of the need for 
further expansion at Stansted. 
“The bottom line is that 
Stansted and the aviation 
industry as it stands at the 
moment does not need 
another runway at Stansted,” 
said Mr Halfon. 

“In addition, the people of

Last week the transport 
committee said it was 
unlikely a second runway 
could be completed at 
Stansted before 2019 when 
the restriction on a second 
runway at Gatwick expires.

'Pee protest' pupils 
want loo ban lifted

SCORES of pupils have 
joined an online petition 
calling on their school to 
lift a ban on using the toi¬ 
let during classes.

One parent wrote online: “I 
don’t understand how Burnt Mill 
School has made this such an 
issue and I thought they had chil¬ 
dren’s best interests at heart; 
maybe not. 

“How can a child predict when 
exactly they need to go to the toi¬ 
let? I would have difficulty doing 
this and I’m an adult.” 

One mum, who did not want to 
be named, told the Star that there 
was not enough time during 
breaks for all the children to use 
the facilities. 

“The only time they can go is 
during break and lunch and they 


have to queue up to sign out the 
key, go and use the toilet and go 
back and sign the key back in 
again,” she said. 

“There’s not enough time for 
them all to use it so they started 
this online petition to show that 
they don’t like this rule.” 

She said the ban was intro¬ 
duced a few months ago after a 
fire was started in the toilets and 
since then they have been locked. 

“Kids have been told that they 
can’t go unless they have a med¬ 
ical condition, but even then they 
are not being allowed to go,” she 
said. 

A spokeswoman for Burnt 
Mill said the school’s policy was 
“very similar” to other schools in 
Harlow and throughout Essex. 

“All our students have access 
to the school toilets before 
school, at break and at lunch¬ 
time,” she said. 

“We try to keep disruption to 
lessons to the minimum and mon¬ 
itor use during lesson time. 
However, the priority for the 
school is the students’ comfort.”

SIR, Further to your recent Nostalgia article 
canoeists, I would like to draw your attention 
to several errors that appeared therein.

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'Pagin' mum led 
cheque con trio 


A MOTHER and two daughters 
conned cash conversion shops in 
what a judge described as a ‘‘cot¬ 
tage industry of criminality”. 

Tracey Ayres (45) and daughters 
Miehelle Thorne (25) and Kayleigh 
Blunnie (23) eonned nearly £2,000 from 
The Money Shop and Cash Coneepts in 
Harlow using fake eheques. 

During the trial at Chelsmford Crown 
Court the proseeution deseribed Ayres as 
“the Fagin of this gang”. 

And passing sentenee on Friday, Judge 
David Turner told them: “As a threesome 
you have managed in the last few years to 
beeome almost a eottage industry of 
eriminality. 

“You have aeeumulated seores of 
offenees that have taken time, cost money, 
upset the publie and taken up valuable 
eourt time. It’s a disgraceful and shameful 
record of misbehaviour.” 

In October all three were convicted of 
falsely representing that a eheque was 
valid and entitled to be eashed between 
July and August 2007. 

Ayres, of Fennells, Harlow, was found

guilty of four offenees totalling £1,411. 
Blunnie, formerly of Hobtoe Road 
Harlow, was found guilty of two eharges 
totalling £436 and Thorne, now living 
with her mother, of one eharge. 

The eourt heard they elaimed they were 
given the eompleted eheques by a man for 
whom they did eleaning while they were 
reeeiving benefits. However, it emerged 
they had paid £50 eaeh for the eheques 
and sought to make a profit. 

Single mother Blunnie was also 
appearing for sentenee for four separate 
shoplifting offenees, two eharges of theft, 
failure to surrender to eourt and breaehes 
of eonditional discharge. 

She was jailed for three months for the 
eheque frauds and given a further six 
months, to run eoncurrently, for the other 
offenees. 

Ayres was handed a four-month jail 
sentenee suspended for two years, with 18 
months supervision and a requirement to 
attend a thinking skills eourse. 

Thorne was senteneed to three months 


suspended for two years, with 18 months 
supervision, attendanee at a thinking 
skills course, further education and a 
training and employment requirement for 
25 days. 

The judge told Ayres: “You are the 
mother. I am not saying you bear the 
responsibility for the way in whieh eaeh 
of your daughters have turned out - that 
would perhaps be unfair - but you have 
set them a simply appalling example.” 

He said Blunnie was out of eontrol 
with 15 eonvietions while Thorne’s 17 
eonvietions were “a worrying pieture of 
eriminality”. 

The judge also described their evi- 
denee as “stomaeh-chuming lies” whieh 
the jury took less than an hour to dismiss. 

Raj Joshi, representing Blunnie, said 
she eut a pathetie figure but was realistic 
about her sentenee. 

Patriek Maggs, appearing for Ayres, 
said it was an unsophisticated erime and 
elaimed she had been living a ehaotie 
lifestyle for many years. 

James Howard, for Thorne, said she 
had wanted to plead guilty but had not 
done so out of misguided family loyalty.

Tory MP: We'll put a stop to Harlow North 


A CONSERVATIVE MP has warned develop¬ 
ers behind plans to build thousands of new 
homes on greenfield land to the north of 
Harlow they are doomed to failure. 

Mark Prisk, Tory MP for neighbouring 
Bishop’s Stortford, told Eand Seeurities Etd 
and Plaees for People - whieh together form 
the North Harlow Joint Venture - that his party 
will bloek their bid to build on farmland bor¬ 
dering Sawbridgeworth, High Wyeh, Gilston, 
Eastwiek, Hunsdon and Widford. 

He told NHJV: “I should advise you that if 
the Government changes next spring, the 
regional plan will be scrapped and an incoming 
Conservative Government intends to allow 


East Herts District Council to rewrite the Eocal 
Development Framework for this area, to 
remove development status for this site. So I 
believe you are wasting your shareholders’ 
money and our time.” 

In a letter to the promoters, he made his 
position clear: “Eike every affected parish and 
town council in East Herts, I oppose the prin¬ 
ciple of developing the 3,000 acres of green 
fields in my constituency I am joined in this by 
Herts County Council and East Herts District 
Council. 

“I therefore have no wish to attend a work¬ 
shop to discuss details of such a scheme. This 
is a view reflected by many of my constituents 


and, as such, your entire consultation is funda¬ 
mentally flawed. Please also do not ‘count’ this 
letter as a submission in your ‘consultation’.” 

The MP’s decision mirrors the stance of 
STOP Harlow North campaigners, who have 
adopted a non-co-operation policy at a 
series of community forums. 

Mr Prisk said: “As the inquiry into 
the draft East of England Plan estab¬ 
lished, this is a speculative proposal 
which contradicts national planning 
policy for the development of sus¬ 
tainable communities.”

Town's political rivals at 
odds over health service 


POLITICAL rivals Bill Ramm- 
ell and Robert Halfon have 
clashed again, this time over the 
National Health Service. 

Conservative Mr Halfon cla¬ 
imed the decision to increase 
National Insurance contributions 
by 0.5 per cent would mean the 
NHS would need to find an extra 
£446m nationally to cover costs. 

He also said Whitehall offi¬ 
cials will close seven accident 
and emergency departments in 
the East of England as a result of 
increasing hospital catchment 
areas from 291,665 people to 
450,000. 

“This will serve to put extra 
pressure on the already overbur¬ 
dened services at Princess 


Alexandra Hospital.” 

But Harlow MP Mr Rammell 
rubbished the claims, saying 
there were no plans to close A&E 
departments or specify the num¬ 
ber of patients treated by them. 

“I am absolutely staggered by 
the hypocrisy of the Conser¬ 
vative Party,” he said. “This is 
disgraceful and unjustified scare- 
mongering. 

“In the pre-budget report, the 
Chancellor announced the rise in 
national insurance contributions 
to help halve the UK’s budget 
deficit in four years but he also 
made categorically clear that this 
Labour Government would pro¬ 
tect investment in NHS frontline

The 'plane' that will take 
tourists on atrip into space 



THE world’s first 
rocket plane designed 
to take tourists on a 
trip into space has 
been unveiled by 
British businessman 
Sir Richard Branson. 
The Virgin Galactic 
SpaceshipTwo can take up to 
six passengers into orbit just 
above the Earth’s atmosphere. 
But before you start packing 
your suitcase and searching for 
your passport, it's worth noting 
that the two-way journey 
comes with an out-of-this-world 
price tag of a staggering 
£ 121,000 per ticket! 

It is thought the first spacecraft 
will be ready to carry 
passengers by around 2011, 
and around 300 people have 
already signed up for the flight. 


Once the rocket plane is ready, 
the very first group to make the 
trip to space will be Sir Richard 
and his family. 

When it is launched, 
SpaceShipTwo will be lifted by 
a carrier vehicle and then 
blasted skywards. 

During the flight passengers 
will experience around six 
minutes of zero gravity 
weightlessness before the 
spacecraft re-enters Earth's 
atmosphere. 

The first flights will leave from 
New Mexico but Sir Richard 
hopes they will eventually blast 
off from locations all over the 
world. 

He said he hoped to take 1,000 
people on the journey into 
space in the first year of flights.

A HEART-warming Christmas 
tale will delight audiences 
preparing for the holiday season 
as it nears the conclusion of a 
week-long run at Victoria Hall 
Theatre tonight (Thursday).

They’re not big and the film’s certainly not clever, but there is 
something oddly entertaining about singing chipmunks. 

In the same way that Babe’s helium-voiced mouse chorus was 
a delight, Alvin, Simon and Theodore's high-pitched renditions 
of Bad Day by Daniel Powter and Funkytown by Lipps Inc in 
the first film had a certain cutesy charm.

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VW's new Polo comes of age

RICHARD M HAMMOND takes a 
look at theVolkswagen Polo's 
latest seven-speed variant. 

T he Volkswagen Polo has 

grown up. Traditionally the 
diminutive cheeky chappie 
in the German manufacturer’s 
range, this super-mini mainstay 
has had its position usurped by 
the even cheekier Fox. 

Although lighter than its 
predecessor, the fifth generation 
Polo has bulked up in response. 
Now 5.5cm longer and 3.2cm 
wider, the additional dimensions 
are enough to make a 
considerable difference to the 
model’s visual presence. The fact 
that it’s half a centimetre shorter 
than the old Polo exaggerates the 
effect. 

But the Polo hasn’t merely 
grown in stature; it’s developed a 
more mature appearance as well. 
From a distance it can easily be 
mistaken for the latest 
incarnation of the Golf while the 
wide grille is much more 
reminiscent of the Scirocco and 
Passat. 

After 34 years and five 
incarnations, it should come as 
little surprise that the Polo has 
left puberty behind. It’s not the 
only model in its class to have 
come of age recently- the Ford 
Fiesta, Vauxhall Corsa, Seat 
Ibiza, Honda Jazz and Mazda 


have all got bigger, safer and 
smarter. A new Citroen C3 range 
is imminent and the Alfa Romeo 
Mito has injected some luxury 
into the market. 

The Polo’s shift towards a more 
sophisticated form is a timely one 
then, and backed by substance, 
too. Most notable of the new 
introductions is the latest seven- 
speed variant of Audi’s DSG 
twin-clutch transmission. 
Available only with the 84bhp 
1.4-litre petrol engine, the extra 
cog is intended to allow for a 
lower first gear ratio and a 
higher seventh gear ratio, thus 
improving acceleration from 
stand still plus fuel economy and 
refinement on the motorway 
Crucially, the seven-speed DSG 
unit is lighter and more compact 


than the six-speed unit, so there’s 
no penalty for carrying it. 
Designed to work with less 
powerful engines such as the 
Polo’s 1.4 petrol, the unit saves on 
weight as its dry clutches require 
no cooling and so a minuscule 
proportion of the six-speed’s oil. 
It also requires less power to 
activate its seamless changes, 
leading to combined fuel 
consumption of 48.7mpg. 
Performance is very reasonable 
too, certainly seeming sprightlier 
than the 11.9s 0-62mph sprint the 
figures suggest. The lower ratio 
first gear clearly does the trick 
and it’s not until the Polo starts 
to pick up speed that the small 
capacity engine has to work hard. 
A sport setting on the DSG 
gearbox encourages the unit to 


rev higher, but left to its own 
devices the car will seek out the 
power in the upper rev range 
anyway The unit itself can be a 
little raucous under hard 
acceleration but at motorway 
speeds the seventh gear allows 
the engine to settle down to a 
more refined level. 

It’s in between the extremes that 
the only qualm with the gearbox 
and engine combination is 
highlighted. The transmission 
sometimes acts as if it’s spoilt for 
choice, changing its mind 
between fourth and fifth, fifth 
and six at A-road speed and on 
motorway drags. Fortunately, the 
slick nature of the changes 
means the stumbles are not 
intrusive but an occasional 
tendency to dilly-dally over gear 


choice when attempting to seize 
on a gap in roundabout traffic is 
a side effect. 

The relatively large 16-inch alloy 
wheels of the range-topping SEL 
model are also influential. As 
well as looking particularly 
handsome, they result in a 
pleasantly firm ride quality that 
suits the model’s nippy town 
character without detracting 
from the motorway ride. Agile, 
grippy and responsive, the Polo’s 
chassis and steering respond well 
to an enthusiastic approach. 
Inside, the usual VW quality is 
clearly visible. The tidy centre 
console of the SEL is the first in 
a Polo to feature the excellent 
multi-media and navigation 
interface, complete with iPod and 
USB inputs. Stylish cloth 
upholstery and a sporty three- 
spoke steering wheel add to the 
appeal, while the front seats are 
exceptionally comfortable and 
supportive. 

Initially available in five-door 
form only, it’s a practical four¬ 
seater with the potential to carry 
three children in the rear. Boot 
space is very reasonable, with a 
large and light hatch and folding 
rear seats. 

Smart, accommodating and 
composed, the Polo has definitely 
grown-up - but it’s lost none of 
its enthusiasm for life.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

FORMER chairman fears the elub will be 
wound up next year unless he and his estranged 
wife ean put aside their differenees and save 
Harlow Town FC. 

Mr Bothwell (46), is still the major shareholder 
with 56 per eent of the shares and is even 
willing to float all the shares to enable Hawks 
fan Mike Long to take over. 

Speaking from his 
home in Belfast, Mr 
Bothwell said that the 
elub’s debt was 
‘eonsiderably lower’ 
than £200,000 - far 
lower than the 
£270,000 figure whieh 
has been reported 
previously 

He has already targeted 
a £54,000 windfall for 
the elub. 

He had hoped to meet 
up with his wife, 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell, the Harlow Sports 
Trust and Harlow Couneil representatives and 
fans at an extraordinary general meeting. 

But his wife fears for her safety and will not 
meet him. 

On the piteh Harlow look destined for the 
Essex Senior League next season as they are 14 
points from safety with just 22 games 
remaining. 

Mr Bothwell said: “The elub will be in the 
Essex Senior League next season if we get help 
or not. I hope Carol takes this olive braneh. It 
would break my heart if Harlow Town FC is 
not playing football next season. 

“We are very proud of the stadium. This is the 
flagship of the Gateway Seheme. Are we going 
to let it go down the pan? 

“An awful lot of work went in to building it. 

But the way things are going the club will not 
be playing semi-professional football next 
season. 

“If the club does not honour the CVA by July it 
will go out of business. But if everyone works 
together we ean solve Harlow Town FC. 

“I know a lot of these ereditors. I can speak to 
those ereditors to eolleetively reduee that 
amount. The elubs will still be in debt but not 
as bad as it could be. It is salvageable now.” 

Mr Bothwell reseued the club in 1993 after it 
was prevented from playing football at its old 
Sporteentre ground by the Isthmian League and 
dropped out of eompetitive football amid huge 
eash problems. 

And after a year of turmoil it appears history 
eould be about to repeat itself. 

Mr Bothwell added: “We have now reaehed a 
erossroads. The back biting, point scoring 
and personality elashes have got to stop, as it is 
simply having an adverse effeet on HTFC. We 
eannot keep b^urying our heads in the sand. 

Let’s faee it after all, the common denominator 
is the well being and future of our beloved 
HTFC. 

“I would like to state for the reeord that I have 
no intention of working at the elub on a day-to- 
day basis. 

“I must stress that to diseuss replaeing the 
existing board would be counter produetive as 
after all they only need support and guidance. 
Carol has put an awful lot of hard work into the 
elub.”

Bothwell: TW 
rescue HTFC 


HAWKS chairman 
Carol Bothwell has 
lined up £40,000 fresh 
investment and a new 
shirt sponsor as she 
plots to save the cash- 
crippled club. 

But the 44-year-old busi¬ 
nesswoman, right, has 
refused fans’ desperate 
pleas to meet the elub’s 
major shareholder - her 
estranged husband former 
Hawks supremo Jeff 
Bothwell - to sort out its 
future. 

The Ryman League club are 
thought to be £190,000 in debt 
and were hit with a double 
whammy when they were 
handed a 10-point deduetion in 
September for agreeing a CVA 
(Company Voluntary Agree¬ 
ment) to pay off their ereditors. 

They are rooted to the foot 
of the division one north table. 

Manager Anthony Anstead 
resigned a fortnight ago. He 
was replaeed by former fans’ 
favourite Marvin Samuel. 



Mrs Bothwell holds regular 
meetings with Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell, Harlow Council and 
Harlow Sports Trust to address 
the club’s financial predica¬ 
ment. 

She said: “I have had a few 
positives. I was speaking to 
two parties [about investment]. 
One investor just wanted to liq¬ 
uidate the elub whieh would 
definitely mean relegation. 
That’s not in the best interests 
of the town. I’m making sure 
what they want is genuine.” 


Mrs Bothwell has said that if 
a fresh investor will only come 
on board if she steps down, she 
will eonsider this. 

“I would step down for the 
good of the football elub. My 
interest is the football elub - 
not myself. I want what’s best 
for the elub,” she said. 

Mr and Mrs Bothwell are 
due to meet in the divorce 
eourts in the coming weeks as 
their bitter dispute wrangles 
on. 

At the heart of their divoree 
is the ownership of the elub. 

Mr Bothwell fears Harlow 
Town FC will be wound up 
next year unless he and Mrs 
Bothwell ean unite and save it. 

He wanted to set up an 
extraordinary general meeting 
in January and wanted to invite 
representatives from Harlow 
Couneil, the Essex FA and the 
FA, the Ryman League, as well 
as MP Rammell, in an effort to 
reseue the club. 

But Mrs Bothwell has 
refused his request. 

Mr Rammell is desperate for 
the elub’s future to be resolved. 
“When I learnt the situation at 


Harlow Town FC in July, I 
aeted straight away to bring all 
parties together to keep the 
elub afloat. 

“I have been eonvening reg¬ 
ular meetings with the club’s 
current management and oth¬ 
ers sinee that time to do any¬ 
thing we ean to address the 
elub’s financial problems. 

“My absolute priority is to 
keep the football elub open, 
and for the club to continue 
running for the benefit of the 
town.” 

Harlow Couneil Leader 
Couneillor Andrew Johnson, 
eehoed his sentiments. He 
said: “We share the fans’ eon- 
eems and ask that those with a 
past or present interest in the 
club do all they ean to work 
together in the best interests of 
the club. 

“The eouneil eontinues to 
meet the club’s director and 
work with the town’s MP to 
provide support where we ean 
as we want the elub to be a suc- 
eess. As a ereditor we have 
supported the CVA agreement 
whieh gave the elub a mueh 
needed lifeline.”

Meanwhile fans - who 
have set up an internet 
campaign on social net¬ 
working site Facebook 
demanding the 

Bothwells rescue the 
club - say she must put 
aside her differences 
with her estranged hus¬ 
band and sort out the 
club’s future with guid¬ 
ance from the Harlow 
Sports Trust and 
Rammell - or allow 
Long or another party to 
take over. 

Mrs Bothwell told the 
Star she would be willing 
to step aside if necessary, 
for the good of the club 
but has now lined up a 
new investor who will 
inject £40,000 into the 
club. 

She also hopes to lure 
a new shirt sponsor to 
replace Pitney Bowes. 

Long, who went to 
school at the now defunct 
Latton Bush and then 
Stewards, has supported 
the club since he was an 
eight-year-old ball boy.

I 
want to see Harlow Town 
in the Conference South. 
I said I would take on the 
debt and give Carol 
£30,000. 

“I don’t want any gain. 
I want to take the club 
on. I don’t believe 
Harlow Town FC will be 
in business next year. 
The debt will grow and 
grow and that amount is 
crippling. They are not 
taking money to be able 
to spend it on players. 
Someone big must get on 
board. 

“I am passionate about 
the club. The stadium is 
better than most grounds 
in the Conference South. 
But we are looking at 
playing in the Essex 
Senior League next sea¬ 
son - something is badly 
wrong. It needs new 
blood. It’s in the worst 
state it’s ever been.” 

And Long urged 
Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell to help pre¬ 
serve the club’s future. 
“When is Bill Rammell 
going to get on board and 
say come and sort it out? 
The stadium was the 
flagship of the Gateway 
Scheme. It’s going to 
look bad on him if it goes 
under. He had a massive 
input.” 

The Bothwells saved

She has 
refosed. 

Although Mrs 

Bothwell has paperwork 
which has given her 
ownership despite only

Long's a breath of fresh air 


BUSINESSMAN Mike Long 
wants to use the roof the 
stadium’s stands at Barrows 
Farm to advertise flight 
firms such as EasyJet and 
Ryanair - if he is allowed to 
take over at Harlow Town 
FC. 

The entrepreneur - a 
passionate Hawks fan - has 
plenty of schemes to bring in 
much needed cash at the 
Ryman League club, which is 
thought to be £190,000 in 
debt. 

And top of his agenda is a 
novel plan to take advantage 
of the fact that the ground is 
directly below the flight path 
to Stansted Airport. 





“We could paint the top of 
the roof bright orange and 
advertise EasyJet,” 
proclaimed former Harlow 
resident Long. “That would 
bring in £10,000 for the club.” 
He claims the club is not 
utilising the clubhouse for 
functions enough. 

Long hopes to get Harlow 
firm Pitney Bowes back on 
board if he takes over. The 
Elizabeth Way company 
ended their shirt sponsorship 
deal with the Hawks in June. 
He wants U-16s given free 
entry to bring in more 
revenue and regular race 
nights and other events at the 
club - plus a way to improve 
transport links and ease the 
two-mile journey for fans to 
Barrows Farm on matchdays. 
This would boost attendance 
figures which have dwindled 
to as low as 118 for a recent 
league match.
